Let Us Face the Question of Freedom-By Victor L. Berger 


W E again celebrate the Fourth of July and the es¬ 
tablishment of this Republic. 

It is obvious that if the fathers of this republic 
bod any special objeot in tlirowing off the old form of gov¬ 
ernment, it could be no other than the advancement of 
the general interests in opposition to the interests of the 
king and of the privileged classes, which were paramount 
un^r former governments. But casting aside the high- 
sounding phraseology of 4Mlarations and proclamations, 
which^aracterized those (lays, and considering only the 
results as they stand before us, wliat shall we say of the 
fathers of . this republic? What'shall we say of the incon- 
sistenoies which pervade their proclamations and con¬ 
stitutions and render them void in some of their most 
material points concerning the rights of the people? Thus, 
after declaring that all men are bum equal and continue 
e<jual in rights, they gravely affirmed that property (wWch 
aU men ^ve not) is an inviolable and sacred right, of 
which no one can be depri'.ed! 

Where is the equality? 

One man is bom in poverty, with all that poverty im¬ 
plies; another is bom in afffuence, with all the advantages 
affluence brings. One has before him a future of hard 
labor, simply to maintain existence, the other is destined 
to inherit ail that is most desirable in life. One owns 
prin(!ely estates, the other has hardly a roof over his 
head; yet both are said to be bom and to continue equal 
in ri^ts! 

Where is the efjuality? 

They claim that there are no social distinctions, no 
classes in America. W'hat nonsense! Has there ever ex¬ 
isted a greater social distinction - than exists between 
the millionaire and common proletarian in America at 
the present time? Is there in any countrj- a more pro¬ 
nounced difference between the employing cipss and the 
working class than in these UnileJ States? Is there a 
ruling class on God's world more arrogant than the <»pi- 
talist class of America? Is there a working people on 
earth more down-trodden that the workingmen of Penn¬ 
sylvania? 


empires the world over, Russia and China probably ex¬ 
cepted. and nowhere will you find conditions that are 
as bod. The seed of Democracy was planted in 1770, 
but up to the present day it has not home fruit, 
i As for the constitution, why should we worsliip a docu¬ 
ment which was patched together 124 years ago by a lot 
of gentlemen wearing knee pants, and—knowing nothing 
about railroads, telegraphs, corporati(ma and trusts? 

W'e Socialists want a constitution that can be amended 
by a majority vote of all the people. The American 
I government is a domo?rBcy—at least it pretends to be 
one. A constitution is simply the cloak for our body 
politic. A garment Lhal may have fitted us well in 1788, 
when this nation was in its swaddling clothes, cannot 
possibly fit us today. 


Our friends in the old country are beginning to see the 
conditions in America in their trae light and we arc the 
objects of their commiseration and of their—contempt. 

The Gorman Social-Democratic papers devote con¬ 
siderable space to comments on the treatment by the 
American authorities of union miners and iron workers,

But to come back to the celebration of the establish¬ 
ment of this Republic. We ask again, where, as far as 
actual effects go, is the much talked of supcricjrity of the 
republican over the monarchical system? Is it that the 
civil list of the president is small compared with that of an 
emperor? 'What, beyond a moral lesson, is taught by 
curtailing the expenditures of one individual? He is 
denied a royal revenue and the splendors of a court, yet 
bis power is greater than that of most modem sovereigns. 

Do we actually have a Res Puhlica? In what respect?' 
Titles, which in tJiemselves are harmless, were abolished; 

I but the privileges of excessive ■wealth, which are a public 
idangv, are maintained. The spirit of 1776 overthrew 
the Monarchy as the oppressor and proclaimed the Re¬ 
public as the benefactor; yet one looks in vein through 
English history for an example of the American spirit 
of 1912 as it manifests itself in the country today. This 
Democratic Republic shelters a host of proud trustocrats, 
who, conscious of their power, use the pow(?r of the state 
to lord it over the land regardless of any laws than may 
exist. 

This people-loving government serves a class of favored 
•plutocrats who enjoy more than princely incomes and 
whenever they so choose, indulge in more than princely 
excesses on the poor and defenseless multitude. This 
wonderful republic suffers our money kings to form com¬ 
binations and trusts whereby they are enabled to exercise 
the sovereign right of. levying on the governed, and to 
tax them in all kinds of waj-s, for the personal support 
and aggrandizement of the kings, 'without any parliament 
or representation. W’ander though monarchies and 


and although the Scxual-Demoerats are the sworn enemies 
of the monarchy and even of the Kaiser, the German 
government comes in for a certain amount of praise in 
this connection. 

In a leading article commenting on the persecution of 
union miners, The Berlin Vorwaerts said editorially: 

“By tho83 who were wont to consider the great 
republic on the other side of the Atlantic a haven of 
refuge for the down-trcxlden classes, the course of 
political events in America is greatly regretted. 

“Daily it becomes more and more evident that 
the Unit^ States is no longer a Democratic republic, 
but a mighty world power governed by an oligarchy 
of plutocrats. ' 

“Kolxxiy will think of accusing our present Genian 
government of loving the Social-Democrats or the 
labor unions over much, but it knows that should it 
cv(U' to treat German subjects as citixens of 


But we will say this: In the ancient city of banging 
gardens, Belshazzar, indulging in high revelry, surrounded 
by satraps, wives and concubines, was not t^d to the 
writing on .the wall. Struck with awe^ he commanded 
the feast to end; he sent for men of lore, to interpret the 
mystic words. In America today, mammon attended by 
slaves of form divine, is still feasting in gilded balls. 
Drunk with pleasure, dazed by the glamour of his en¬ 
vironment, he sees not the writing on the wall. Yet there 
it is in flaming letters. 

Mcne, mene tekel, upharsin—In America we shall soon 
have great bodies of men who are but one remove ^m 
the last desperate strait. They are patient, very patient. 
They are about as patient as the Russians. But the 
present industrial system has massed them in the centers 
of population. Machinery, trusts and other new methods 
are constantly increasing the proportion of the unemployed 
amcM' them. Manufactsren' a a ssj ^lat h z i i y jad' 'wamr 
combines are constantly at work to tediife their big 
wa^ and tq break down their organizatMs. The big 
capitalists arc constantly showing them that “lawp* and 
order" ore humbugs, and that constitutioiu, eourts, etc., 
are simply snares to oppress the non^asistants. They 
are patient, very patient, but men in great numbers 
always retain one element of brute forto. like a nim als 
when driven into a comer, even the patient American 
workmen will fight. Those who can see—see the signs; 
those who can hear—hear the voices, bv day or by ni^t. 
And yet there are some who sed not; there are some who 
bear not.

Mr. Watterson is a free trader. He is well aware that every tariff 
reformer is compelled to resort to the free trade contention that an 
indirect tax is an unjust tax, though in fact the tariff reformer is as 
much of a protoctioni.st a.' the standpatter and if there is any differ¬ 
ence at all between them it is a difference of not over three per cent. 

Roosevelt, Biyan jtnd La Follette may indict the existing system 
in phraseology suggestive of the Socialist propaganda but that does 
not make them Sociali.sts or indicate that trey will become Socialists. 
Socialism consista of more than the initiative referendum and the 
recall—in fact, the>- are merely democratic instruments which So¬ 
cialists were the first to urge and are Socialistic only as Socialism in¬ 
cludes democracy. 

Socialism contemplates a new social order in which capitalistic 
exploitation will have no place. Both Mr. Bryanjind Mr. Rroaevelt 
and their associate "Progressives” and reformers have no idea or pur¬ 
pose of changing the system, though they may inveigh against some 
of its abuses. 

From the autocratic control of industry, as at present, Social- 
Democracy purposes its democratiiation. Mr. Roosevelt is not even 
a democrat, unless Louis Napoleon was a democrat and the third 
empire a realisation of democracy. No less a person than Mr. Watter¬ 
son has said of Theodore Roosevelt: 

The notion that he is “the most democratic of Ameri<»ns,” 
which BO often' appears in our newspaper quotations, is the 
reverse of his real character, and was eontradicted by his 
whole habit and proceeding whilst he was president. He ia 
by birth, breedihg and instinct' a patrician. He was the first 
to introduce royal customs into the White House. He is a 
man self-willed to the last degree; bent upon having his own 
way, nor allowing any obstruction—of.pri. 3.,ile, of law, or of 
prudence—to come between him and his objective point. 
Humanitarian, certainly^ as long as bumanitarianiam be 
tLe cue ofvthe time; but equally ready for war as for peace, 
in case war bo necessary to maintain his ascendency; a benev¬ 
olent despot, who will not hesitate to knock down and drag 
out, if need require, for sake of righteousnesat firmly believ¬ 
ing that the earth belongs to the saints and that he and his 
are the saints. No man who knows Theodore Roosevelt can 
) gainsay this picture. 

Mnrse Henry is a better artist than he is prophet. 

By what process of reasoning, then, does he reach the conclusion 
that Roosevelt is headed toward Socialism and that Mr. Btyan is 
his companion?

Changing/'Human Nature.'* 

precisely so will the actions of men 
change with the production of the 
nereMltlea of life by the people’s gov- 
eroment hsa demonstrated that no one 
need ever fear the lack ol the means 
wHh which to live. The very knowl¬ 
edge that the stomach Is taken for 
granted—that with free opportunity 
lo labor, the materia! necessities and 
comforts of life are as assured as the 
air itself—will destroy the Incentive 
to accumulate moro wealth than Is 
needed. Even the richest now consume 
and waste but a fraction of the wealth 
they poasass. Yet they are apurrod on 
lo seek still further accumulations, 
because It Is only so recently, com¬ 
paratively. that the whole race was 
df bring fnr th«» means of life, that the 
madness for money Is still In the sir. 

The madneps for money will not 
always be In the air. Human nature 
Jm wonderfully adaptive. As soon as 
the workers take control of the govern¬ 
ment for the beoeftt of the industrious, 
and demonstrate the perfect eaae with 
which enough wealth can be produot»d 
to enable everybody to live as wcdl as 
the S5.000 a year man now lives, the 
scramble for wealth will qulckljr sub¬ 
side. It wUl not subside Instantly, 
but tt will subside. 

A few may grumble, as their Indus¬ 
tries are bought and taken over by the 
government, but they will have to take 
U out In grumbling. They will not even 
have to work If they don't want to. 
They will have enough money obtained 
from the sale of their planu to enable 
them, to live witjhout working. But 
none of their eucceaeora srill ever 
be able to live grlthout worklngt 
beeause no opportunity wlU exist for 
anyone to obtain the products of so¬ 
ot ber!s labor.

Those who are opposed to Socialism 
ask what assurance we have that, 
under Socialism, the people would be 
able to manage ttaclr government.

"In the end fundamentgd principles 
and issuea not shifting cliques bicker¬ 
ing for petty control of the public 
purse, will be the basis for the polit¬ 
ical struggle.

To finance a big cam¬ 
paign today, to advertise Issues of the 
old, non-essential type, to ralsedueate 
the people, dally becoming more 
awake to the value of fundamentalih— 
these are tasks growing day by day 
more fearfully expensive:
